THE PROBLEM SOLVED. 


A Georgia Man Perfects Mechanical Ap- 
pliances for Making Bagging from the 
Stalks of the Cotton Plant. 


Aveusta, Ga., April 22.—William E. 
Jackson, a well-known lawyer of this 
city, has solved the jute-bagging prob- 
lem that has agitated cotton circles for 
so long. Mr. Jackson has perfected 
mechanical appliances for making the 
bagging from the cotton stalk, and he 
has just returned from New York with 
arollof bagging. Expert cotton men 
say thatitisin every respect equal to 
cotton bagging. He will utilize the 
bare stalks and can afford to pay abcut 
two dollars aton laiddown. An annual 
stalk yield will bale three years’ cotton 
crop. The machinery consists of 
heavily-weighted corrugated rollers 
with vats for running water, carding 
machine and bagging looms. It is esti- 
mated that in making bagging from 
cotton stalks, two million dollars will 
annually go into the pockets of farm- 
ers, for what is now cleared from the 
land as rubbish. Mr. Jackson has his 
method patented in this country, Cana- 
da, Mexico, India, South America and 
all the European Countries,

But it may be that the czar is follow- 
ing cautiously in the wake of his brother 
monarch of Germany in a re-organiza- 
tion of the labor system of the country, 
and if this be true, as it is hoped, other 
and more important changes will doubt- 
less be made in the near future. 

In any event the people of Russia may 
be thankful for the slight benefit con- 
ferred upon thein by the official admis- 
sion that there are among them persons 
of too tender age to be subjected to con- 
finemeut in close workshops and the ex- 
actions of brutal taskmasters, a fact 
which statistics show has not hitherto 
heen 2!'= to force itself upon the impe- 
rial mind.

FARM, FIELD AND GARDEN. 


PRACTICAL ITEMS SURE TO INTER- 
EST THRIFTY AGRICULTURISTS. 


The Subject of “Artificial” Versus Natural 
Chickens Considered by a New Jersey 
Correspondent to American Agricultur. 
ist— Both Sides of the Story Told. 


A writer who is an authority on poul 
try matters asks poultry raisers how 
chickens hatched in an incubator and 
raised in a brooder, can possibly differ 
from hen reared ones. There is no dif- 
ference in the plumage and “fancy 
points” of natural and artificial chickens, 
but as a general thing brooder raised 
fowls are smaller and less stalwart than 
their kinsfolk from the old fashioned 
coops. When the conditions are perfect, 
when the chickens are hatched in an in- 
cubator with an interior uniform of tem- 
perature and plentiful of humidity, and 
kept quietly, in the dark, until they are 
strong on their legs; when they learn at 
once the way to their brooder, and never 
get chilled; when they have exercised 
enough while feathering; they may grow 
into fine breeding stock—ideal cockerels 
and pullets. Such up bringing is a suc- 
cessful imitation of @ good hen, who 
comforts the wretched wet chickling in 
her downy breast until it is dry and 
strong, and who calls it to her when it 
first complains of cold, and sternly or- 
ders it home if it wanders too far in its 
first feeble days. 

But, unfortunately, the other side of 
the story is more frequently true. As a 
matter of fact, there are twenty different 
temperatures inside of most incubators. 
Especially is this so of those warped and 
shrunken from several years’ use. The 
germs in the eggs, exposed to those vary- 
ing temperatures, are weakened and de- 
formed. While the chicks are ‘drying 
off,” after being hatched, they often 
complain from the cold more than they 
would if under a hen, and no wonder, 
for they go crawling restlesely about over 
each other's sticky bodies, instead of 
nestling in soft feathers. Some machines, 
too, have absurdly light nurseries, where 
the baby chicks run up and down beg- 
ging for food before they are thoroughly 
dry. 

The brooders they are afterwards 
moved into may be good in their way, 
but have not the power to call their wan- 
dering children home, and the amazing 
stupidity of some little chickens will 
cause them to stand screaming with be- 
wilderment and cold when there is & 
shelter a foot away from them, heated to 
ninety-five degrees. The brooders are, 
however, often not at all good in their 
way. Not to mention the great errors of 
overcrowding and dirt, they are often 80 
hot as to cause faintness in the chicks, 
and to stunt the growth of those they do 
not kill. 

Incubators are indispensable now. The 
vast majority of hens refuse to sit in 
time to supply a most remunerative de- 
mand, and our brooder houses make us 
inde tof Dame Partlet as far a8 
the market is concerned; but unless we 
rely on her for breeding stock our poul- 
try may sadly deteriorate,

Uneasiness and Widespread Dis- 
Satisfaction in Chicago.

Almost Every Trade Preparing 
to Lay Down Tools. 





The Carpenters’ Strike Bids Fair to Last 
= Couple of Months—Opinion of the 
Strikers—Many Buildings Will Not Be 
Completed on Time — Negotiations 
Stopped at Pittsburg—Notes. 


CuicaGo, April 25.—At the headquar- 
ters of the carpenters it is said that the 
strike bids fair to last a couple of 
months. Its duration the strikers think, 
will depend on the lenth of time neces- 
sary for the Boss Carpenters’ association 
to grow strong enough to einploy seven- 
eighths of the strikers. The new organ- 
ization has secured some additions, and 
now claims to be able to give work to 
over 4,000 men. 
Won't Be Done on Tine. 

The mammoth office buildings, which 
were to have been completed by June |, 
are now in an indefinite state as to the 
date of occupancy. Meanwhile, business 
men who expected to occupy stores or 
offices in the new structures find them- 
selves obliged to remain in their old 
quarters, and in many instances at a 
much larger rem. The same condition 
applies to the big apartment houses and 
their resp: ctive tenants. 

Tailors. 
The tailors employed in the shops that 
do the work for large manufacturing 
houses dealing in ready made clothi4g, 
mainly girls and women, complain that 
the bLossvs are cutting the prices hereto- 
fore paid for the making of garments, 
chielly vests and trousers. and 
increasing tne number of hours of 
work required. They are determined to 
appeal for eight hours, and an increase 
of compensation. A demand has been 
made upon the bosses for the conces- 
sions cited. Their wages are said to be 
very low. 

Bricklayers. 


In five brick yards the bosses have 
agreed to comply with the deimands of 
the men, and work has’ been resumed. 
The demand that 7,000 bricks, instead of 
8,000 as formerly, be recognized as a 
day’s work, and tiey further ask an in- 
crease of tifty cents per day in wazes. 
They men are hard brickmakers, in dis- 
tinction from machine brickmakers, 
who are paid ona different basis. 
Harnessmak: rs. 

The demands of the harnessinakers for 
an increase of 10 per cent. on the present 
rate of wayzes, both for day and piece- 
work, and the establishment of a min- 
imum rate per day for fitters and stitch- 
ers hired by the week, have been pre- 
sented to the manufacturers. It is 
thought concessions will be made that 
will avoid a strike. 

Gasfitters. 

The patios will go out on a strike 
next Monday morning to, enforce a de- 
mand for the eight-hour day and a min- 
imum rate of wages of $4.50 per day. 
The gasfitters are now receiving widely 
varying rates of pay. The scale runs 
from $2 a day for the less competent to 
$3.50 for the thoroughly skilled me- 
chronic. 


Trainimen in the We::. 

Boston, April 25.—A Journal spe:sial 
from Cheyenne says a conference has 
been called to consider the demands of 
the Union Pacific trainmen for an in- 
creage, and that nearly all of the officials 
are now at Cheyenne. The trainmen 
are determined, and if some solution is 
not reached at once, a strike will ensue, 
taking in the Denver, Texas and Fort 
Worth, Oregon Short Line, Kansas Pa- 
cific and Union Pacific. 


Milwaukee Carpenters. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., April 25.—As the 
result of a conference the carpenters of 
this city will probably strike on May |. 
The Contracting Carpenters’ association 
met last evening, and after a long dis- 
cus‘ion it was decided not to grant the 
eight-hour day. The decision was a 
surprise, as it was generally believed 
t the association would grart the de- 
mands of the men. 





Negotiations Stopped. 

PirrssurG, April 25.—The men pre- 
sented their final proposition to the rail- 
roads Wednesday. and in each case were 
given a decisive answer. The railroads 
refuse to accede to the demands of the 
men, and the men refused to agree to 
the compromise offered by the roads, 
and the matter now lies in the hands 
of the supreme councils of the Federa- 
tions. 


Kentucky Miners’ Troubles. 
ASHLAND, Ky., April 25.—-The miners 
at the Star furnace department of the 
Norion iron works coaliugs, twenty 
miles west of here, have come out be- 
cause the company refused to reinstate 
two discharged drivers. 





Strike Notes. 

The 15,009 employes of the Chicago pack- 
ing houses are expected to join in the strikes 
on May 1. 

Youngstown, O., tailors are still out 
and the Building Trades’ Council has _ re- 
solved to support them by withdrawing its 
patronage from the resisting bosses. 

At Ottumwa, Iowa, the conductors and 
engineers on the electric street railway 
struck for shorter hours and the privilege of 
smoking on duty. Their places were filled 
after a short delay. 

Girls employed at the Cleveland Target 
works, of Findlay, O., are out for an in- 
crease of wages. They have been getting $3 
and $3.60 per week on a sliding scale, and 
want a uniform scale of $4. 

United States Express employés at Chi- 
cago met General Manager Crosby and pre- 
sented their formal protest against the pro- 

reduction of salaries, and suggested 
that the matter be arbitrated. ‘ 

Some 900 miners and cokers in the Smith- 
ton district, near Connellsville, Pa., will 
come out on a strike. The men demand the 
Columbus rate for running, seventy-five 
cents, and the Connellsville rate for coke 
drawing.

GIRL LIFE iN INDIA. 





An. Existence so Miserable as to Be Be- 
yond Our Comprehension. 


On‘the day of her marriage, the East 
Indian girl is put into a palanquin, shut 
up ticht, and carried to her husband’s 
hous:. Hitherto she has been the spoil- 
ed pet of her mother; now she is to be 
the little slave of her mother-in-law, 
upon whom she is to wait, whose com- 
mands she is implicitly to obey, and 
who teaches her what she is todo to 
please her husband—what dishes he 
likes best and how to cook them. 

If the mother-in-law is kind, she will 
let the girl go home occasionally to visit 
her mother. Of her husband she sees 
little or nothing. She is of no more ac- 
count to him than a little cat or dog 
wguld be. “There is seldom or never any 
love between them, and, no matter how 
eruelly she may be treated, she can 
never complain to her husband of any 
thing his mother may do, for he would 
never take his wife's part. 

Her husband sends to her daily the 
portion of food that is to be cooked for 
her, himself and the children. When 
itis prepared, she places it on one large 
brass platter, and it is sent to her hus 
band’s room. He eats what he wishes, 
and then the platteris sent back with 
what is left for her and her children. 
They sit together.on the ground and eat 
the remainder, having neither knives, 
forks, nor spoons. ° 

While she is young, she is never al- 
lowed to goanywhere. The little girls 
are married as young as three yearsof age 
and, should the boy to whom such child 
is married die the next day, she iscalled 
a widow, and is from henceforth doomed 
to perpetual widowhood: she can never 
marry again. As a widow, she must 
never wear any jewelry, never dress her 
hair, never sleep on a bed—nothing but 
a piece of matting spread on the hard 
brick floor, and sometimes, in fact, not 
even that between her and the cold 
bricks; and, no matter how cold the 
hight might be, she must have no other 
covering than the thin garment she hae 
worn during the day. 

She must eat but one meal a day, and 
that of the coarsest kind of food, and 
once in two weeks she must fast twenty- 
four hours; then not a bit of food nor a 
drop of water or medicine must pass her 
lips, not even if she weredying. She 
must never sit down nor speak in the 
presence of her mother-in-law, unless 
commanded to do so. Her food must be 
cooked and eaten apart from the other 
women’s. She is a disgraced and de- 
graded woman. She may never even 
look on at any of the marriage cere- 
monies or festivals. It would be an evil- 
omen for her to do so. 

She may have been a _ high-caste 
Brahminic woman, but on her becoming 
a widow, any, even the lowest servants 
may order her to do what they do not 
like to do. No woman in the house 
must ever speak one word of love or pity 
to her, for it is supposed that if a woman 
shows the slightest commiseration toa 
widow. she will immediately become 9 
widow herself.—N. Y. Ledger
